off with wire fencing accordingly. 
She has now ninety hens in stock 
and gets from

mixed breeds, 
She 
uses an incubator with an output of 
120 
eggs. 
There 
are twelve 
pens,

culated Mrs. Edmondson says she re 
alizes $2.30 a year on each hen, whicii 
according to expert cfticken farmers 
is a fine profit, as from U.OO to 1.50 
a year is the usual rating.

Three is some money now 
n hand and with what would be 
for street purposes from the 
incoming taxes it would be possible 
to give the streets the needed atten- 
tion.

the decision to use dry shell for sur-

protection. 
But. in addition, the long 
needles spring up above the stem and
